ALFARO CALLED 
TO PRESIDENCY 


President Arosemena Re- 

signs After Swift Revolt 
Brings Government 
Crashing About Head. 


| PANAMA CITY, Jan. 2.—(A)— 
| Hartwell F. Ayers, a former Atlan- 
‘tan and newspaperman employed by 
a Panama City paper, was critically 
wounded today as revolutionists fired 
upon the presidential palace during 
the course of a swift revolt which 
overthrew the government of Presi- 
dent Harmodio Arosemena. 

Ayers went to the palace, where the 
‘fighting was heaviest, a few minutes 
after the revolutionists had captured 
the police ‘headquarters and turned 
upon the seat of the government. The 
attackers opened fire and stray bul- 
lets struck him in the neck and abdo- 
/men. He fell in the street but in 
_the excitement there was no one to 
'give him prompt attention and it was 
' some time before he was taken to the 
| hospital. Late Friday night it was 
_ feared that he could not live.long. 
Ayers formerly worked on the An- 
|niston Star of Anniston, Ala.. and 
| later in the Atlanta (Ga.) office of 
the Associated Press, His father, Dr. 
Thomas Wa)ter Ayers, is ea member 
'of the foreign mission board of the 
| Southern Baptist church with head- 
quarters at Atlanta. 

President Resigns. 

After the swift, vigorous revolution 
President Arosemena resigned and ap- 
pointed Dr. Harmodio Arias, one of 
the leaders of the revolt, to form a 
new government. 

Ten persons were killed in sharp 
fighting that broke out near the presi- 
dlential palace, eight being police offi- 
cers and two civilians, Fifteen were 
wounded, 

The revolt was sudden and swift 
and tonight the city was outwardly 
|}calm. Except for hurrying groups of 
| armed civilians and red-shirted fire- 
| men directing traffic and a complete 
haiting of business, there was noth- 
ing to remind of the erash of fire- 
arms that resounded in the streets 
early in the day. 

(Quiet reigned about the capital, y 
beautiful white marble ee iomaaeceh: 
‘where bullets had filled the air a few 
hours earlier. In a large pool a few 
| lazy swans and penguins strutted or 
swam as usual. 

The rebellion was Sponsored by the 

‘Accion Communal,” a patriotic or- 
ganization which has violently criti- 
cized what it termed the “corruption” 
of the government under both Pres- 
ident Chiari and President Atosemena. 

Suddenly. without warning, a group 
of about 100 men this morning storm- 
ed the headquarters of the national 
police, who also serve as Panama’s
